AWAY GAME WATCH PARTY WEDNESDAY 

The Revs may be in Montreal on Wednesday, but fans do not need a passport to attend the 
away-game viewing festivities taking place in Foxborough ... beginning at 7:30 p.m. at CBS 
Scene in Patriot Place, fans can join non-traveling Revolution players for food and fun as the 
broadcast on Comcast SportsNet will be shown on the big screens at 8 p.m. ET ... the market¬ 
leading “D.A. Show" on 98.5 The Sports Hub will be broadcasting live from the event and will 
provide pre- and post-game coverage. 

BUSY STRETCH CONTINUES 

Beginning last Saturday against Toronto, the Revolution is in the midst of its second three- 
games-in-eight-days stretches this season with upcoming games on Wednesday at Montreal 
and at Sporting KC on Saturday ... the Revs will have one more three-in-eight stretch this 
season: August 29 vs. Chivas USA, Sept. 1 vs. Philadelphia and Wednesday, Sept. 5 vs. 
Columbus. 

BONJOUR, MONTREAL 

The Revolution will make its first trip to Saputo Stadium on Wednesday to face the expansion 
Montreal Impact, Major League Soccer's 19th team ... Wednesday's contest will be the first of 
three regular-season meetings between New England and Montreal this season ... the Revo¬ 
lution will host the Impact for the first time on Sunday August 12, and will return to Montreal on 
October 27 to close out the regular-season series. 

LASTING FIRST IMPRESSIONS AGAINST EXPANSION TEAMS 

Beyond exchanging pleasantries and well-wishing for success in the league, the Revs have 
not been too welcoming to expansion sides in their first meetings ... since 2005, the Revs 
are undefeated - 5-0-4 - in their first meeting against expansion or relocated teams ... most 
recently, the Revs played to a pair of 1-1 draws against expansion Portland (April 2) and 
Vancouver (April 6) in a one-week stretch in 2011. 

BATTLE OF FIRST YEAR COACHES: HEAPS VERSUS MARSCH 

Wednesday's match will feature a pair of first year coaches on the sidelines as Jay Heaps’ 
Revs takes on Jesse Marsch's Montreal side ... Heaps, 35, and Marsch, 38, both have six 
wins in their first season as head coaches following long and distinguished playing careers 
in MLS ... it may be their first meeting as coaches, but Heaps and Marsch are well aware 
of each other as the two players met 23 times on the field as players ... as a member of the 
Revolution, Heaps held the upper hand, going 8-6-4 against Marsch’s Chicago Fire (2001-05) 
and Chivas USA (2006-09) teams. 

TOUGH TO WIN NORTH OF THE BORDER 

The midweek trip to Montreal also presents the Revs a chance to do something the club 
has never done before: win on Canadian soil... since 2007, the Revs are winless (0-2-5) 
in Canada ... the Revs are 0-2-4 in Toronto, and 0-0-1 in Vancouver after a 1 -1 draw in the 
team’s only visit on April 6,2011 ... prior to Saturday’s home loss against Toronto, the Revs 
were undefeated (5-0-2) against Canadian teams at Gillette Stadium. 

TIME TO START NEW STREAKS 

With a pair of matches this week, the Revs have a chance to hit the refresh button on 
multiple streaks that ended with Saturday's 1-0 loss to Toronto ... the loss snapped the Revs' 
five-game unbeaten streak (2-0-3), dating back to June 2 against Chicago ... the defeat 
also ended the Revs’ seven-game home unbeaten streak (4-0-3) which dated back to May 2 
against Colorado ... finally, with Saturday's loss, the Revs’ four-game unbeaten streak (2-0-2) 
against the Eastern Conference dating back to June 2 came to an end. 

ROAD TESTS TO ROUND OUT JULY 

After playing seven of their last nine games at home dating back to May 12, the Revs hit the 
road this week for three consecutive road matches ... the team closes out July with a trio 
of road games - including Wednesday at Montreal and Saturday at Kansas City - before a 
Sunday night match at Philadelphia on July 29 ... the team opened the season playing six of 
its first nine matches on the road and will now play five of its next seven matches away from 
Foxborough. 

RETURN OF THE ONE-GOAL GAME 

Saturday's 1-0 final marked the Revs ninth one-goal game of the season ... the loss pushed 
the team’s record to 2-7-0 in those contests ... after playing eight, one-goal games in the 
first 12 matches this season, the Revs went five games - from June 2 to July 8 - without a 
one-goal contest... the team's most recent victory in a one-goal contest was a 2-1 win over 
Colorado on May 2, but the team has dropped its last three one-goal contests. 

RETURN OF THE ONE-GOAL GAME 

Saturday's 1-0 final marked the Revs ninth one-goal game of the season ... the loss pushed 
the team’s record to 2-7-0 in those contests ... after playing eight one-goal games in the 
first 12 matches this season, the Revs went five games - from June 2 to July 8 - without a 


one-goal contest... the team’s most recent victory in a one-goal contest was a 2-1 win over 
Colorado on May 2, but the team has dropped its last three one-goal contests. 

STRIKING BACK AFTER ATTACKING SHUTOUT 

The Revs suffered their sixth attacking shutout of the season on Saturday against Toronto, 
but Saturday’s match was only the third time in the’ last 13 matches that they were shut out... 
following the team’s last two shutouts - at New York (April 28) and Columbus (June 16) - the 
Revs rebounded in the following game with a multiple-goal effort ... the Revs have been shut¬ 
out in consecutive games just twice this season: at San Jose (0-1, March 10) and at Kansas 
City (0-3, March 17). 

SHUTTLEWORTH STRONG IN SECOND START 

Bobby Shuttleworth made his second consecutive start on Saturday, recording three saves in 
the loss ... his two starts, Shuttleworth conceded just one goal in 180 minutes of play ...his 
0.50 goals against average in two starts matches his best previous two-game span ... in 2010, 
Shuttleworth earned consecutive victories on Oct. 10 (2-1, at Houston) and Oct. 16 (1-0, vs. 
Kansas City). 

BOBBY MOVES UP IN THE CHARTS 

With his start on Saturday against Toronto, Bobby Shuttleworth moved up on the club list for 
all-time games played and appearances in goal... Shuttleworth's 14 starts and 15 appear¬ 
ances are now tied for eighth with Jim St. Andre who played one season with the Revs in 1996 
... at 1,311 career minutes in net, Shuttleworth is now just 36 minutes away from passing St. 
Andre for eighth on the club's goalkeeper minutes list. 

BRETTSCHNEIDER RIDING 10-GAME APPEARANCE STREAK 

With a start on Saturday against Toronto, Blake Brettschneider made his third consecutive 
start and 10th consecutive appearance dating back to May 5 at Real Salt Lake ... in this span, 
Brettschneider has scored two goals and recorded one assist. 

BLAKE AND SAER MAKE A TRIO OF CONSECUTIVE STARTS TOGETHER 

On Saturday against Toronto, Blake Brettschneider made his third consecutive alongside 
Saer Sene dating back to June 30 against Seattle ... six different players have earned starts 
at forward: Blake Brettscheider, Fernando Cardenas, Fagundez, Ryan Guy, Jose Moreno and 
Sene ... Jay Heaps has used a two-striker formation in 16 of the 18 games this season with 
the partnerships below:

JERRY’S LONDON CALLING 

After signing with the Revs on July 5, Jerry Bengtson will depart to join the Honduras Olympic 
Team on Monday, July 16 ... said Heaps postgame on Saturday, “Fortunately for him, he’s 
leaving to go the Olympics; Unfortunately for us, we lose him for a couple of weeks"... Bengt¬ 
son made two substitute appearances - scoring a goal in his first-ever MLS game on July 
8 - after arriving in Foxborough ... Honduras as a friendly against Egypt in Amiens, France, 
on Wednesday, July 18, before opening Olympic play ... Honduras is in a group with Morocco 
(July 26), Spain (July 29) and Japan (Aug. 1). 

NO ALL-STAR REPRESENTATION 

For the first time in club history, the Revolution will not be represented at the MLS All-Star 
Game ... following the announcement of the game day 18 on Sunday, no Revs players will 
be present in Philadelphia next week for the AT&T All-Star Game against Champions League 
victor, Chelsea FC ... also of note, Shalrie Joseph saw his eight-year run as an MLS All-Star 
come to an end ... he had earned that recognition every year since 2004. 

CLYDE STEPPING IN AS CAPTAIN 

Jay Heaps has continuely praised the leadership of Clyde Simms and the veteran was more 
publicly recognized for his leadership on Saturday night against Toronto ... Saturday marked 
the second-consecutive match that Simms has worn the captain's armband as both Matt Reis 
and Shalrie Joseph were out of the starting lineup ... in the July 8 match against New York, 
Simms served as team captain for the first time as a member of the Revolution ... it marked 
the first time since May 15,2010 (Cory Gibbs), that a Revolution player other than Shalrie 
Joseph or Matt Reis wore the captain's armband. 

REVS REMAIN IN LEAGUE’S TOP-HALF IN SCORING 

Despite the scoreless performance on Saturday, the Revs rank eighth in MLS’ scoring per 
game charts ... the team's 1.33 goals per game ranks eighth overall in MLS - behind league- 
leader San Jose Earthquakes (2.05 gpg), and D.C. United (1.79 gpg), New York Red Bulls 
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(1.79 gpg), LA Galaxy (1.65 gpg), Real Salt Lake (1.48 gpg) and the sixth-place tie of Houston 
and Colorado (1.37 gpg) 

SUBS MAKING A DIFFERENCE 

The Revs have seen a player come off the bench to score a goal in four of their last six games 
dating back to June 2 against Chicago... in those four games, the Revs’ subs have racked up 
a total of four goals and four assists ... in the last five games, Kelyn Rowe (June 2 against Chi¬ 
cago), Blake Brettschneider (June 23 at Toronto), Diego Fagundez (June 30 against Seattle) 
and Jerry Bengtson (July 8 against New York) have come off the bench to score for the Revs. 

JOSEPH PUSHES PACK 

He may not have made an immediate scoring contribution, but Shalrie Joseph was a key sub 
in last Saturday's game against Toronto ... Joseph made his second consecutive appearance 
off the bench as Stephen McCarthy left the game in the sixth minute with concussive-like 
symptoms following a head-to-head collision while going for a 50-50 ball... Joseph played the 
remaining 84 minutes at centerback - his third appearance on the backline this season (March 
17 at KC for McCarthy, start on March 24 vs. Portland) 

SOARES AND TIERNEY AMONG DWINDLING IRON MEN 

Of the 25 Revs players who’ve appeared in a game this season, only two players have played 
at least 90 percent of the minutes ... A.J. Soares is the only player who has started all 18 
matches, while Chris Tierney has made 17 starts, sitting out the season opener while serving a 
one-game suspension ... after Tierney, the Revs player who’s play the greatest percentage of 
minutes is Matt Reis (1,440 of 1,620 minutes/88.9 percent).

POSESSION AND PASSING NUMBERS JUST DON’T ADD UP 

The Revs dominated the possession and passing game against Toronto on Saturday night 
but were unable to come away with a point... New England owned the advantage with 65.5 
percent of the possession ... the passing accuracy numbers were even more staggering as the 
Revs completed 496 total passes (78.6 percent) to Toronto’s 268 total passes (60.8 percent) 
overall... however, after Toronto scored early, they sat back and asorbed the Revs’ pressure, 
which also included 13 corner kicks (including a team-record-tying 11 second-half corners). 

CORNER KICK NUMBERS WERE PROMISING 

The Revs attempted a season-high 13 corner kicks on Saturday against Toronto, a figure two 
shy of the club’s single-game record (15)... the team’s previous game-high was seven on 
June 2 against Chicago ... entering the Toronto game, the Revs had fewest corner kicks in the 
league, but Saturday’s match pushed the Revs into 17th place, ahead of Vancouver (71) and 
Houston (72)... additionally, the team’s 11 corner kicks in the second half matched the team's 
record for corners in a half, which was previously set Sept. 4,1999 in the second half against 
Tampa Bay. 

GETTING KNOCKED DOWN AND AROUND 

The Revs suffered 15 fouls in last Saturday's match against Toronto, bringing the team's total 
fouls suffered to 269 in 18 games - third in MLS ... Vancouver leads MLS in fouls suffered 
with 287 in 20 games .... however, the Revs’ 14.94 fouls suffered per game leads MLS ... in 
the team’s last 10 games - since May 5 at Real Salt Lake - the Revs have suffered at least 14 
fouls in each game. 

REVS BEHAVING WELL 

While the Revolution have become adept at drawing fouls this season, the team has become 
just as conscientious about not doling out fouls ... the Revs have committed an MLS-low 186 
fouls this season (10.33 per game) and have only been cautioned 18 times, also an MLS low 
... the Revs have played six caution-free games this season and rank second in MLS, two 
behind Houston (8)... additionally, the team has committed fewer than 10 fouls in a game 
seven times this season and rank second MLS, one behind league-leaders Chicago and D.C. 
United (8). 

LOCK DOWN MONSTERS 

The first and second halves of games this season have been polar opposites for the Revolu¬ 
tion defense ... the Revs are tied with New York for the most first-half goals conceded (16)... 
however, in the second half, no team has allowed fewer goals (7)... the Revs have allowed 
0.89 goals per first half average, but a MLS-best 0.39 goals allowed per second half mark. 

GOALS MAKE A DIFFERENCE 

The Revolution enters the weekend with a +1 goal differential, scoring 24 goals and allowing 
23 goals through 18 games ... however, that stat alone doesn’t tell the whole story ... one year 
ago, through 18 games, the Revs had a -8 goal differential, scoring 16 goals while allowing 24 
through the same number of games. 


LEFT SIDE IS LOCKED DOWN 

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - 
left midfield and left back - have been locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney, 
respectively... since the second game of the season and in all but one contest since then 
(May 5 against Colorado when Nguyen was rested and subbed in later), those two players 
have played in line down the left side ... neither player was among the starters in the season 
opener at San Jose on March 10 (Tierney serving a suspension from the 2011 season finale 
and Nguyen coming on as a sub at withdrawn forward)... in total, Nguyen and Tierney have 
played 16 games together, including the last 10 straight. 

PLAYING OFF OF EACH OTHER 

Chris Tierney has seen a lot of Lee Nguyen in front of him this season as the duo has started 
16 games with each other, and has started to let the world know what he thinks of Nguyen 
... following the June 2 match against Colorado, Tierney tweeted the following of his left-side 
partner: “played with a lot of wingers over my time in NE but I must say @LeeNguyen24 can 
do things that none of the others can. lets keep rollin kid”- @christierney8 ... following the 
July 8 match against New York - in which Tierney assisted Nguyen for the game-winner - he 
said the following in his postgame comments, 7 love playing with Lee... He’s as technical 
as you get in this league. He’s been awesome for us all year and I think we have a good 
understanding of when one goes, one covers.” 

A TALE OF TWO TEAMS 

Any observer can see the Revs are a different team from the one that took the field a year 
ago, and it stems from new head coach Jay Heaps' attacking mantra ... a look at the team 
comparisons from the 2011 squad and the 2012 squad - through 18 games - tells the story a 
team this year that attacks, pushes the game and goes all out:

(Kheli Dube, Shalrie Joseph) and 2011 (Shalrie Joseph), the team's leading scorer for the 
season also scored eight goals ... Sene had already passed the 2010 season-high (Marko 
Perovic, 6). 

A LOOK AT TIERNEY’S ASSISTS 

With his 15th career assist on July 8 against New York, Chris Tierney became just the 11th 
Revolution player to record 15 assists for the club ... when looking at the club's 15-assist men 
in club history, Tierney’s 0.18 assists per 90 minutes played (15 assists in 7,333 minutes) 
ranks seventh on the list, making him one of the club’s more productive assist ment in team 
history. 

GILLETTE STADIUM DOUBLEHEADER JUST AROUND THE CORNER 

Italian giant AC Milan will meet Honduran power Olimpia at Gillette Stadium on Saturday, 
August 4 ... Olimpia replaced Brazil’s Cruzeiro, who was earlier scheduled to face AC Milan 
in that match ... AC Milan and Olimpia will meet in the first game of a special doubleheader 
that will see the previously-scheduled match between the host New England Revolution and 
Sporting Kansas City in the second game ... tickets for the special doubleheader start at $35 
($30 for group tickets) and are on sale through all Ticketmaster outlets ... for more informa¬ 
tion, visit revolutionsoccer.net 

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in 
the MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through 
June 2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he 
concluded his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in 
minutes (21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238).

The Revs' standout goalkeeper is widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers ... in his 
ninth season as the team’s primary netminder, but missed a large portions of the 2010 and 

2011 seasons while recovering from various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... 
re-signed with the Revolution in the 2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career 
goalkeeping record, including games played in goal (231), games started in goal (230), min¬ 
utes played in goal (20,712), goals against average (1.33), wins (85), saves (918), shutouts 
(58) and save percentage (.722)... recorded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 

2012 home opener against Portland on March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 
2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 
matches for the club in the 2009 season opener against San Jose, while he became the sev¬ 
enth goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado 
on May 7, 2011 ... recorded his 50th shutout as a member of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 2010, 
with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... established a new club record shutout streak by going 386
